Cole was secured to sneak instead 
of Prof. O’Shea of the University 
of Wisconsin, whose death occurred 
after the Community Series tickets 
were sold.

series of colored slides, the auditor­ 
ium being darkened, Dr. Cole led 
his hearers to consider humanity’s 
advances from tho use of crudest 
implements in remote ages to the 
highest mechanical 
civilization of 
today. 
Superstition, he e:fplained, 
is mankind’s crude, unscientific at­ 
tempt to control his 
environment 
and find happiness. 
Knowledge and 
invention are 
used either to benefit or to destroy 
mankind, according as ideals are 
good or bad, Mr. Cole stressed. He 
sees the need for the development 
and application of 
Sociology as a 
science to 
offset 
the destructive 
tendencies and attitudes 
of man­ 
kind. 
He highly praised the devel­ 
opment of 
medical 
science, and 
those pioneers like Pasteur, whose 
investigations, even at the risk of 
their own lives, have made j resent 
knowledge possible. 
In spite of unusual handicaps of 
the present year, this first Com­ 
munity Series sponsored 
bv the 
Womans’ club 
and P. T. A. has 
made good financially, and loaves 
a balance to be used for the benefit 
of the organizations and for local 
relief work.
